Henry A. Mueller of 107 Trudeau 
sireet, a coal contractor widely known 
in South St. Louis, shot himself in the 
right temple at 11:15 a. m. Thursday in 
the Green Tree Brewery at Ninth and 
Sidney streets. He was 71 years old, and 
had been a sufferer for months from can- 
cer of the throat, said by his physicians 
to be incurable. He was taken to the 
City Hospital and died at 2:15 p. m. 

Mueller had, for 15 years, supplied the 
coal at the brewery, and he was a daily 
visitor there until the condition of his 
throat prevented. For a week preceding 
Thursday he had not been seen about 
the yards or offices, and it was under- 
stood that he was under treatment in 
a hospital. 

When Mueller appeared at the brew- 
ery Thursday he was greeted by the 

_ employes, all of whom knew him, and 
responded cheerfully. He went after a 
time into the grain drying department, 
which was unoccupied. 

August Bolm, superintendent of sta- 
bles at the brewery, passing through 
this department a_ short time later, 
found ueller lying across a pile of 
facks, unconscious. The revolver lay 
beside him and the wound. in his right 
temple was in plain view. 

An ambulance was called and the 
wounded man was taken with all ex- 

He did 
recover consciousness, and when he 
‘was placed on the operating table it 
‘was said by the physicians in attend- 
—— that the chances were against his 
aving it alive. 

Mueller’s home was in the same block 
on Trudeau street with Henry Miller, 
also a coal dealer. Neighbors, to avoid 
confusion in speaking of them, spoke of 

ueller as “Little Henry Mueller,” and

A frightened employe at the brewery 
lost his head after Mueller was found, 
and turned in a riot call to the police. 
A squad responded, but returned to the

Leg’ Fast in Trestle Two Men 
Rode Animal Onto Near 
Belleville. 





TRAINS HELD 45 MINUTES 





Telephone Message Warned 
Railroad Men and Prevented 
a Wreck, 


A blindfolded horse with his feet stick- 
ing between the ties of a railroad trestle 
near Belleville Thursday, stopped traffic 
on the Southern Railway and delayed 
four trains for 45 minutes. But for a 
telophone message from someone whose 
identity is not known, there might have 
been a disastrous wreck. A westbound 
passenger train was flagged just in 
time to prevent it from running onto the 
trestle, 

John Hamor and Frank Barthels are 
held prisoners by the police. Both live 
at Shiloh, LL, six miles northeast of 
Belleville.

The horse and 
its rider afforded diversion for Belleville 
residents far into the night. 

Thursday, in the cold, gray dawn of 
the morning after, Hamor started home 
to Shiloh. As he reached the outskirts 
of Belleville he met his friend Barthels. 

Jump on,” said he. Barthels was in 
a humor to aecept the invitation. After 
a Short halt the little horse jogged on 
carrying a double burden. 

They rode along the Louisvilie & 
Nashville tracks for half a mile until 
they came to a long trestle, which the 
horse refused to cross. 


Threw Both Riders. 


The tracks here run on a 30-foot 
embankment across the tracks of the 
Seuthern Railway. - 

Unable to force the horse over 
trestle, his riders urged him 
clamber. down the embankment. 
slid to the bottom of the embankment 
and landed on the Southern tracks, 
which lead direct to Shiloh.

The horse took the trestle all right 
and picked his way across the ties 
for 20 feet before he slipped and 
fell, He didn’t stop falling until his 
body hit the trestle. The jolt threw 
both riders off, but they clung to the 
ties and escaped a ducking in the 
creek, 

Just as the horse fell a long, shrill 
whistle sounded. <A fast freight train 
was coming from the west, half a 
mile away.’ Then there was another 
whistle. A: passenger train was com- 
ing from the east. 

Ordinarily the through freight does 
not stop at the Belleville station. It 
would not have stopped Thursday had 
not someone called the operator on 
the telephone and told him of the 
horse and its riders, who were on 
their way down the track. 

The red semaphore signal was thrown 
out for the freight and a man Was sent 
across the trestle to flag the péttssen- 
ger. Policeman Corwin hurried to the 
trestle. He found Hamor standing near 
his steed, saying:

tioned in the articles, asked the Secre- 
tary of the ‘i'reasury to hold up the 
purchase and start an investigation. 

Judge Wetmore first called on several 
prominent East St. Louis real estate

Sexton Testifies. 

Mr. Sexton stated to Judge Wetmore 
that he owned nearly all of the proner- 
ty which formed the site. He said he 
owned ali the land facing on the street 
and back to a depth of 100 of the 170 
feet, Of the 70 remaining feet, he said,

and the remaining 20 feet was held in 
reserve by another man, He said he 
had an arrangement empowerting him to 
fell.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 24.—~The 
railroads have thrown down the gaunt- 
let before the people of Missouri in the 
fight on 2-cent railroad fare. If the 
Legislature enacts the reduced fare law 
the railroads will give poor train serv- 
ice and the business interests of the 
State will suffer.

J. Sebastian, passenger 
ager of the Frisco-Rock 
declared before the committee in vig- 
orous terms that if the @-cent fare bill 
was made a law, there would be a cur- 
tailment of train service, With the re- 
sult that development of the State and 
the various industries of the State 
would be seriously injured. Kk, M. Mc- 
Kenna, vice-president of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, and other rail- 
road ofticials, made similar statements. 

Some doubt is expressed by several 
members of the committees as to 
whether the railroads will curtail their 
gervice, but it was made evident that 
the principal fight against the bill will 
be made along that line. 

The railroad lobbyists who have been 
thronging Jefferson City since the ses- 
sion opened mysteriously disappeared 
upon the arrival of officials of the roads, 
and when the committees were in ses- 
sion, only James M. Seibert and ‘‘Fire 
Alarm” Flanigan of the Missouri P- 
cific staff were in evidence in Jefferson 
City. Flanigan remained about the 
Madison House, but Seibert journeyed 
to the committee room, taking a seat 
far in the rear, and not participating in 
the proceedings.

Frank Nay, general 
Frisco-Rock Island, first addressed the 
committee, declaring 3 cents a mile to 
be not excessive for passenger service.

tion In rates, as those in the New Eng- 
land states could. He said there is now 
a deficit on his road in passenger op- 
eration, and that there is constant in- 
crease in the cost of such service. 

He read figures showing that In 19% 
the total gross receipts in Missourl were 
$2,139,114.42, and the expenSes $3,169,792.23, 
a deficit of $30.677.81. This was on all 
classes of traffic. He said the deficit 
on operation of passenger trains, In- 
eluding mail and express service, was 
$242.106.71, and that on passenger service 
alone it was $201.899.°94. The average 
receipts a train m‘le of passenger serv- 
ice was ™ cents, while the cost of op- 
eration a train mile was $1.16. 

He advanced _ statistics showing bv 
comparisons that wages were much 
higher in Missouri for railroad emnloves 
than the general average of the United 
States.

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THE CITY’S TRANSIT PROBLEM. 

: The Post-Dispatch has investigated the conditions 
of transportation on seven main divisions* of the 
United Railways. The facts obtained through this 
independent investigation of the city’s transportation 
system have been accurately and fully set forth in 
a series of articles in the Post-Dispatch. These facts 
are of prime interest and importance to the people 
of St. Louis, to whom the question of adequate 
transportation facilities is vital, and they clearly 
indicate two conclusions: 

1, During the rush hours the capacity of the Unit- 
ed Railways tracks on the loops and downtown 
Streets is inadequate to accommodate public needs in 
street car accommodations. 

2. At some points the lack of adequate accommo- 
dation is due to bad management or excessive econ- 


omies. 


- Of course, bad management or excessive economy 


- 


can be overcome by enforcing good management and 
liberal accommodations, but even if the management 
were approximately perfect, the service would still 
be inadequate on account of the limitations of space 
on the streets for the running of sufficient cars on 
the main lines.

outgrown the capacity of the present surface system. 
“In view of these facts, immediate preparation 
Should be made to provide for the transportation of 
the people in the future. The Post-Dispatch believes 
that the right way to do this is to appoint a com- 
Hetent commission to examine the situation thor- 
Gughly and to report its findings and conclusions to 
the Municipal Government. The Municipal Assem- 
bly should provide by ordinance for the right kind 
6f commission, empowering it to obtain facts, sup- 
plying it with the means necessary to do so, and re- 
quiring of it recommendations in the form of definite 
plans for the kind of transportation which it regards 
4s best, the extent of the additional facilities need- 


» ed and the conditions under which the lines shall be

short, the commission should be charged with the 
duty of thoroughly outlining the manner in which 
the city shall deal with its transportation problems.

A FIGHT FOR JUSTICE. 


The Business Men’s League of this city declared 





war on the opposition to the fair treatment of the 
Mississippi River between St. Louis and Cairo and 
the deep waterway from the Gulf, by resolutions 
requesting the St. Louis Congressmen to introduce 
two amendments to the rivers and harbor bill, as 
reported by Chairman Burton. 

One amendment provides for an appropriation of 
$1,000,000 a year for four years, for the permanent 
improvement of the river between St. Louis and 
Cairo. The second amendment provides for an ap- 
propriation of $3,000,000 to begin the work on the 
deep waterway, between the lakes and the Gulf. The 
resolutions call upon the congressmen who desire 
the commercial prosperity of the Mississippi, Valley 
to yote and work for these two amendments. 

This step has been made necessary by the intoler- 
able situation in the House, where two men—Chair- 
man Burton, backed by Speaker Cannon—assume to 
decide arbitrarily, without regard to the sentiment of 
the other members of Burton’s committee, or of the 
members of the House, that river improvement ot 
vital importance to an enormous section of the coun- 
try, shall practically be ignored. In view of this 
tyrannical attitude on the part of these two men there 
is nothing left for the people of the Valley and their 
representatives in Congress but to fight for their 
rights and interests. It must be demonstrated to 
these men that they cannot ignore vital interests ot 
such a vast and important. part of the United States 
and of its progressive population. 

Every member of the House should be made to line 
up on this issue of the interests of the people of 
the Mississippi ValleV against the interests of cor- 
porations and localities which oppose their just de- 
mands fn the Senate. 

Senators Warner and Stone of Missouri and the 
senators of other states in the Mississippi Valley 
have an opportunity to do conspicuous good service 
for their constituents by fighting in the Senate for 
a just recognition of the Valley’s needs and demands.

JOHN RUSKIN’S SACRIFICE. 
OHN RUSKIN, author of “Sesame and Lilies,’”’ “The

J Seven Lamps of Architecture’ and other words 
which many persons of discernment rave over and 
some others leaVe respectfully alone, was not half so 
original in his Works as in his life. 

He had several love affairs of very pastel coloring 
before the great romance of his life began with his mar- 
riage to Euphemia Chalmers Gray and ended with her 
divorce and secOnd marriage to the great painter, Sir 
John Millais. 

The most important of his preliminary love affairs 
was best told by Ruskin himself. The heroine, Char- 
lotte Withers, ‘“‘a fragile, fair, freckled, sensitive slip of 
a girl about 16,’ was on a visit to his parents’ home. 

“She was,’ Ruskin wrote, “graceful in an unfinished 
and small wild flower sort of a way, extremely intelll- 
gent, affectionate, wholly right-minded, and mild in pl- 
ety. An altogether sweet and delicate creature of ordi- 
nary sort, not pretty, but quite pleasant to see, especially if her eyes were 
looking your way, and her mind with them. We got to like each other in a 
i mildly confidential way in the course Of a week. We disputed on the relative 
| dignities of music and painting, and I wrote an essay nine foolscap pages 
long, proposing the entire establishment of my own opinion, and the total dis- 
comfiture and overthrow of hers, according to my usual manner of paying 
court to my mistress. Charlotte Withers, however, thought I did her great 
honor, ang carried away the essay as if it had been a school prize. And, as I 
said, if my father and mother had chOsen to keep her a month longer we 
should have fallen quite melodiously and quietly in love, and they might have 
given me an excellently p sant little wife, and set me up, geology and all, 
in the coal business, without “x resistance or further trouble on my part. 
| When Charlotte went away with hers, 

















while afterward her father ‘negotiated’ a marriage for her with a well-to-do 
trader, whom she took because she wags bid. He treated her pretty much as 
one of his coal sacks, and in a year or two she died.” 

Though his first love was a child for whom he wrote ponderous essays, 
Ruskin married in 1848, when he was 29 years old, the girl for whom he de- 
vised his first fairy story. 

Euphemia Gray was an extremely 
ball and whom he admired about as 


Statuesque beauty whom he mét at a 
he might St. Paul's Church or Lincoln 
Cathedral. Soon after the meeting he proposed, and she accepted him, though 
the feeling on neither side was stronger than friendship. Marriage did not 
strengthen it, and when Ruskin brought the handsome young pre-Raphaelite 
painter, John Millais, to his home to paint Mrs. Ruskin’s portrait the result 
was swift and inevitable. The artist and his sitter fell in love, and being hon- 
est and unconventional, they told Ruskin about it. The latter met the situa- 
tion as few men have ever done. He Promptly secured the annulment of his 
marriage, and at the wedding of his ex-wife and Millais, which followed im- 
mediately, he gave the bride away. 

This action was as bizarre as that of any Bernard Shaw hero and has a 
prototype only in the astounding romance of Richard Wagner, of which more 
later.

Speed of Cars. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

City ordinance No. 20,536 restricts 
the speed of automobiles to eight 
miles when being driven on the eity 
Streets, and further restricts them to 
a speed of six miles per hour when 
driven in the parks of the city. 

City ordinance No. 21113, approved 
April 4, 1903, relating to the speed of 
cars On the surface street railways re- 
stricts the speed of such cars to ten 
miles per hour when propelled or 
drawn within the districts bounded 
by the Mississippi on the east, Grand 
avenue and its prolongations on the 
north and west, and Arsenal street on 
the south, this district being known 
as the Central District, and it furth- 
er provides that cars propelled or 
drawn outside of said Central Dis- 
trict shall not be propelled or drawn 
at a speed in excess of 15 miles per 
hour. 

Street cars are permitted to exceed 
the speed limit. whereas automobiles 
are not allowed to exceed the speed 
limit fixed by the ordinance except 
with the danger of the driver of the 
automobile being arrested and §$ fined 
Why this discrimination?

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 24.--One ot 
the things Excise Commissioner Mulv!- 
hill will be requested to explain when 
the Senate Committee begins an investi- 


gation of his office in St. Louis Saturday 
relates to the fees collected by Mr. Mul- 
vihill for saloon licenses. It appears 
that during 1906 Mr. Mulvihill collected 
7,028. He turned this money into the 
tate Treasury in the form of monthly 
remittances, but there is no record of 
any interest that he may have received 
pending such monthly settlement. 
While there is no law requiring the 
Excise Commissioner to account for the 
interest he may have derived on the re- 
ceipts of jis office, yet the law makes 
no provision for his compensation out- 
side of his salary of $5000 a year. 
Ernest Marshall, State Beer Inspector, 
is operating under a law similar to that 
overning the Excise Commissioners. 
ig salary is $3000 a year. With no 
Statutory provision applying im his case, 
Marshal! remits to the treasurer each 
month the interest he receives on mon- 
€ys deposited with the bank. To 
Marshall's credit, it may be said, 
he is the first beer inspector who 
ever voluntarily agreed to do this. 
State Treasurer Gmelich, who is look- 
ing into this feature of the affairs of 
the State offices in St. Louis, said that 


* he had talked the matter over at lengih 


with Mr. Marshall one day.

“There is a higher law,’ replied the 
Beer Inspector, “than that on our stat- 
ute books. In my conscience I felt that 
I had no right to this money. Of course, 
it would amount possibly to several 
thousand dollars during my entire term 
of office. But I haven't any right to 
it. The law says I shall receive a wie 
tain salary. and that ends it.” 

The reeords of the Treasurer's office 
show that Mr. Mulvihill collected the 
following fees on saloon licenses during 
19%: January, $7131; February, $10,617; 
March, $1383: April, $1542; May, $1398; 
June, $1425: July, $1527; August, $15,513; 
September, $1743: October, $1655; Novem- 
ber, $1680, and December, $1416. 

Under the law Mr. Muivintl! fs re- 
quired to remit to the treasurer on the 
first Monday of each month. Hence all 
money received the day after that re- 
mittance is held until] the following 
month and is denosited in one of the 
St. Louis banks, which pay 2 ner cent 
on daily balances. Some of the banks, 
the legislators understand, pay 3 per 
cent if the account is a large one. 

It is not sunposed that the interest 
in the Excise Commissioner's ca8Se 
would amount to a considerable sum, 
but it is said te be sufficient to con- 
vince the committee that it should be 
one of tthe subjects of the forthcoming 
inquiry.

Gagel’s friends will 
“vet’’ the man who “pot” hrm, They 
may not do it for a year or vears, but 
they will do it sooner or later, and the 
police admit they cannot prevent It. 

Perhaps Gagel was shot for killing 
Caples, or maybe it was because a 
friend of his had killed someone else or 
betrayed a member of the gang. The 
police may accidentally find out who 
killed Gagel, but mov.ive they 
will never learn. is a_ se- 
eret, as well as the identity of the 
murderer, which is locked securely in 
the minds of the “‘gang.’’ The police 
have become so accustomed to dealing 
with members of this gang that when- 
ever one of them is shot or cut the po- 
lice entertein no hope of finding out 
through the gang who committed the 
assault.
